Khadaffy Janjalani, less than a year af- 
ter claiming it was only a "matter of 
time’ before it captures the wanted 
bandit leader 

Col. Tristan ison, Armed Forces publie 
information chief, said they can not con- 
firm reports that Janjalani has moved to 


He said they have no confirmed re- 
ports on Janjalanî's whereabouts. 

Janjalani, who carries twin bounties 
of USS1 million and P15 million on his 
head, was last reported to have been 
seen in Maguindanao. 

As leader of the Abu Sayyaf Group 
that is responsible for several high- 
profile kidnappings and terrorist at- 
tacks, Janjalani is wanted by both the 
Philippine and United States govern- 
ments. 


“These are intelligence reports and at 
the moment (but) we don't have confir- 
matory reports about (Janjalanîs) pres- 
ence,” Kison said. 

We should also understand that these 
people are highly mobile. That is also 
their strategy to confuse the troops,” he 
added. 

‘On July 11 last year, the military de- 
clared that Janjalani and his men have 
been cornered in Talayan, Magui 
danao.

tently opposed the death penalty, said howev- 
er, that the court was bent on correcting the 
"erroneous execution” of Echegaray as shown. 
by its “stringent review of death cases” where 
it “modified” 64.61 percent of sentences to 
life imprisonment or “other lower penalties.” 

"That percentage translates to a total of 
651 out of 907 appellants saved from lethal 
injection," he said in a recent speech during 
the launching of the Free Legal Assistance 
Group's publication “Legal Reference on Cap- 
ital Cases.” 

This was not the case with Echegaray, who 
was the first of seven to die by lethal injection 
in 1999, after the court affirmed his death 
sentence following the passage of the death 
penalty law. 

їп June 1996, all 15 Supreme Court jus- 
tices, including Panganiban, affirmed the 
Quezon City Regional Trial Court's decision to 
mete out the death sentence to Echegaray. 

In January 1999, a motion for a temporary

Imperfect humans 

Ina recent speech before the Free Legal 
Assistance Group, Panganiban reiterated 
his stand: “1 maintain the view that the 
death penalty has no place in our legal fir- 
mament. Indeed, in spite of the meticulous 
Scrutiny that the Supreme Court gives to 
death cases, it is still possible that an inno- 
cent person would be held legally guilty 
and thereafter judicially executed,” he 
said, 

“Аз humans are imperfect, judges can make 
wrongful evaluations. A perfectly innocent in- 
dividual could die due to human error, not to 
mention the guile and deceit that could accom 
pany tials. Once carried out, the death sen 
fence сап no longer be reversed or modified. 
‘This opinion is not a mere sterile speculation 
itis real,” he said, cing the Echegaray case. 


Surreal outcome 

"Echegaray' penalty should have been re- 
duced to reclusion perpetua. In People of the 
Philippines v Gallo, the Court belatedly re- 
duced the penalty to reclusion perpetua, even 
though the decision meting out death had al- 
ready become final,” he lamented, 

“But the case of Echegaray is different. Не 
isin che Great Beyond, and a correction of 
judicial error can no longer resurrect him. 1 
believe that the surreal outcome of this case 
reinforces the strongest reason why the death 
penalty has no place in our statute books," he 
said. “After the execution of the appellant, er- 
rors in its imposition become nightmarishly 
irreversible.” 

Since the reimposition of the death penalty 
in 1993, only seven conviets have been ехе- 
cuted by lethal injection. Since former Presi 
dent Joseph Estrada's declaration of an 
11-month moratorium on executions, in def- 
erence to the Catholic Church's jubilee Year in 
2000, no convict was put to death for the rest. 
ofthe year. 


Review with care 

Panganiban said this no-execution policy 
‘was continued by President Macapagal-Ar. 
royo who had asked Congress to immediately 
pass a legislation repealing the Death Penalty 
law. 

Recently the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives passed the measure seeking the 
abolition of RA 7659 from the country’s 
statute books, 

Panganiban said that although majority of 
the 15 justices of the high court held the view 
that RA 7659 was constitutional, they 
nonetheless reviewed death cases "with 
painstaking care," resulting in the downgrad- 
ing of the sentences of 651 death convicts

Petty thefts have resulted in homicide, 
specially since crime syndicates have found an easy prey 
п a population that flaunts the latest mobile phones. 
‘Drug trafficking and addiction continue to bedevil soci- 
«ety. And specter of terrorism refuses to go away. 

President Macapagal-Arroyo has long found the death 
‘fenalty repugnant and insisted on its abolition because it 
yiolates her Roman Catholic sensibilities. But even the 
‘Church, whose latest catechism practically finds no mod- 
"em justification for the death penalty, has a tradition of 
teaching which leaves open the possibility of applying the 
{шише ш а пан: of self-defense. It is important 

at situations or elements that leave open such a possi- 
bility must be addressed firmly. There should be no more 
‘excuses for the return of the death penalty. 

~ In order to finally close the chapter on the death penal- 
"itis important that the public take to heart the essence 
ifa human society. А human society finds its truest foun- 
‘dation in life. It behooves therefore the members of soci- 
‘ety to uphold Ше and work for its full flowering. In such a 
context, even criminals must be given the benefit of the 
‘Aoubt. The penal system must allow them to make up for 
their sins while they are reestablishing themselves as 
healthy and responsible members of society. In short, jus- 
‘tice must be rehabilitative, not punitive. 

Those who argue for the death penalty do so because 
their vision of penalty is punitive; it harks back to the Old 
‘Testaments “eye for an eye, tooth for a tooth" philosophy, 
"which we must remember has been superseded by the 
‘New Testament’s vision of charity and humanity. That jus- 
‘ification is outside of the purview of the Church's only ra- 
tionale for the death penalty—as self-defense. 

Perhaps, the only justification that dovetails with the 
«Church's self-defense philosophy is capital punishment as 
lë deterrent to future crimes. Thus, there are calls, for ex- 
“Ample, of giving the death punishments to military rebels 
‘to deter putsches in the future and ensure the govern- 
ments capacity to defend itself against such possibilities 
‘inthe future. 

But even Nobel economists such as Gary Becker insist 
‘that it is certainty of punishment, not the severity of the 
penalty, that deters crime. That it is the effectiveness of 
law enforcement and justice administration, not the mag- 
nitude of punishment, that instills the fear of God in 
‘would-be criminals. And judging from the several coup 
‘attempts against the Republic, it appears that the reason 
officers and soldiers have been emboldened to launch

A group of writers led by Jose 
Garcia Villa developed a noteworthy body of 
Philippine literature in English that received 
the admiration and encouragement of their 
colleagues in America. 

Tn time, even ordinary graduates from our 
elementary and secondary schools acquired 
proficiency in the use of English. The promo- 
tion of universal education contributed much 
to the popularity of the language. Soon Span- 
ish, which remained the language of the intel- 
ectuals until the late 1930s, began to decline 
‘except only among the polo-playing elite in 
their exclusive enclaves.

THERE WAS A NEWS REPORT A FEW WEEKS 
ago that Fitch, the international credit rating 
agency wasn't revising upward its assessment 
‘of the Philippines. Apparently there was doubt 
about the governments ability to improve its 
fiscal performance. The Fitch representative 
жаз quoted as saying that the Philippines had 
the second lowest “tax effort ratio” among 
some 98 countries that Fitch monitors. 

Just to give the reader a feel for the magni- 
tudes involved: the unweighted average tax- 
to-GDP ratio—also known as the tax effort ra- 
tio—for the 30-nation OECD (industrialized 
countries) for 2003 was 36.1 percent. Sweden 
has the highest ratio (50.7 in 2004), Mexico 
the lowest (18.5), with Korea the second low- 
est (24.6) and the United States the third low- 
est (25.4). Closer to home, both geographical- 
ly and developmentally, Malaysia's tax effort 
ratio (2003 data) was 17.6 percent, Thailand's 
was 16.7 percent, and Vietnam's, 16.4 percent. 
‘The Philippines’ tax effort ratio last year 
(2005) was 12.7 percent. 

‘So what? Put it this way: our GDP last year 
at current prices was about P5.3 trillion. One 
percent of that is P53 billion. Which means 
that if the Philippines’ tax effort ratio last year 
were only the same as Vietnam's, we would 
have collected about P196 billion more in tax- 
ез. Enough to practically wipe out the national 
government deficit, or if you wish, enough to 
build the badly needed schoolrooms and a lot 
of other infrastructure. This should explain 
why the tax effort ratios of countries are so 
closely monitored, and why the Philippines" 
low ratio isa concem. 

А most unlikely source appears to be vali 
dating the Fitch perspective: BIR Commission 
er Jose Buñag. He has stated categorically that 
the Bureau of internal Revenue will not be able 
то achieve its targeted collection this year. The 
target of P675 billion—26 percent higher than 
last year's—is too high, he complains, prompt- 
ing his administrative superior, Finance Secre- 
tary Gary Teves, to publicly disagree with him 
on the feasibility of the target. 
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soon widely used in government announce- 
ments and resolutions. The Offical Gazette 
was printed, and still is, in English. Our present 
Constitution is in English although there are 
seldom-read copies in Filipino.

"which used to be compulsory in all school cur- 
ricula, was reduced to only a supplemental and 
elective subject like French and Nippongo. 

Shakespeare and Ernest Hemingway be- 
сапе strangers to the general studentry. The 
balarila and panitikan became the substitute 
‘courses. Soon enough, as our official should 
have known, the Philippines lost its ascendan- 
cy as the country in Asia most knowledgeable 
in the use, and misuse, of the English lan 
guage.

there is his apparent failure to keep up the 
‘computerization program started by his prede- 
cessors (Rene Bañez and Parayno), which was 
designed to close the loopholes in the tax пег 
and make evasion more difficult; and, finally, 
there is his inexplicable action regarding the 
Large Taxpayers Unit: he reinstated as head of 
that unit the very same person who was shunt- 
ed aside by Bafiez (reportedly because of her 
“incompetence”). Neither did  Parayno, 
Buüags immediate predecessor, make any 
move to reinstate her. The Large Taxpayers 
Unit is very important: it accounts for over half 
of the revenues collected by the BIR.

blocks сап be removed—the largest of which 
may be the BIR head himself. 
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CONGRESS FAILED TO PASS THE 2006 BUDGET 
when it adjourned last Thursday evening. Which. 
means that the government will have to operate 
оп a reenacted budget-perhaps until August, 
soon after Congress reopens and gets another 
chance to act on it. President Macapagal-Arroyo 
has said that she would veto the budget if 
Congress failed to restore the P64 billion that the. 
Senate had cut. But apparently GMA allies in the. 
House bicameral conference panel were not will- 
ing to let a veto, So they stuck to the hard line all 
or nothing. 

Some senators said that some items in the 
budget would be used by GMA to push Charter 
‘change. But what's lamentable, as Appropria 
tions chair Joey Salceda noted, is that the cut- 
off allocations were for social development 
projects, meaning, the Senate cut is bound to 
affect the poverty alleviation program of the 
government. Could it be that the senators want 
this administration to fail? 

Note that among the items snipped off was the 
"Kilos Asenso” project which was meant to fund 
local development projects in the countryside. 
Fears of "Kilos Asenso” funds being misused 
should have been layed by the faci diat benef 
ciary-local government units would have to 
‘counterpart funding, or they don't get "Kilos" 
funds. Hence, LGUs have to exercise а strong 
sense of responsibility here; and since dey be 
handling partly their own funds, they're bound 
tobe careful about the “Kilos” projects.

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from doing so because he was not FPJ's next of kin. 
This forced NOCA Executive Director Cecile Al- 
warez to issue last June 8 a clarification in writing 
(est the facts are again twisted), addressed to 
Boots Anson-Roa, а close FPJ associate. Cecile 
stressed that "no one in Malacafiang had said that 
Romero could not accep the award f Ве was in 
deed authorized by the family, especially by Susan 
Roces.” Cecile said that what it told the press was 
that “traditionally and historically according to 
protocol," the next of kin received the award for 
posthumous awardees, However she said, ne 
family indicates that it has so authorized a repre- 
sentative, we would not question that." 

What's not appreciated in the controversy 
was that FPJ was selected by his peers, not by 
GMA; and nominated by two institutions, 
Famas and Mowelfund. This was unlike the case 
of Muslim sculptor, painter and writer Abdul- 
mari Imao, who was included upon the sugges- 
tion of GMA prompted by intense appeals from 
many groups. Imao is the first Muslim given the 
title of national artist. In FPJ's case, two presen- 
tors argued for him before two separate screen-

‘THE FIRST THING I DID WAS TO LOOK FOR HER 
name. I found it on page 123, part of Chapter 4 ti- 
tied "Still Missing or Buried, But Always Remem- 
bered.” And бо remember her, my cousin Tish. 

“There are only afew items by which to remem- 
ber her in the book. Her name: Leticia Ladlad; the. 
date on which she was last seen alive: Jan 1, 1976; 
the place: Sta. Ana Church, Manila. 

tis with some shock that I realize that was al- 
ready abou to graduate from college when she dis- 
appeared. My last clear memory of her is at a family 
party when she was already a college student at UP 
Los Baños, and I was, perhaps, in high school. "My, 
how they've grown!” she had exclaimed to my 
mother, indicating me and my sister Chona. My 
‘mother just smiled and looked worried, afraid per- 
haps that Tish would sit both of us down and indoc- 
inate us, for even at that time she was already an 
activist. 

It was the last time 1 saw her. My uncles teased 
her as “our litle farmer girl,” for she had chosen to 
study agriculture at Los Bato, despite what every- 
опе had deemed her “promising” Future, given her 
academic credentials. 'm not sure if she even man- 
aged to graduate because, soon after, she trans. 
formed from a "little farmer gil” to a member of. 
the underground. I would hear only fleeting stories 
of Tish in the years that followed, and then only 
stray facts gathered from whispered conversations.

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Benguet town 
gets tough on 
chemical firms 


BUGUIAS, BENGUET—COME AND GET BACK 
your containers. 

"This message for chemical companies comes 
from officials of the town, the provinces vegetable 
capital, who had decided to rid their farms and 
rivers of unwanted empty chemical containers. 

"The town council recently passed an ordi 
mance that required chemical companies to 
retrieve their emptied containers or face fines 
and imprisonment. 

The measure, which was approved on June 
6, is considered as the first in Benguet as the 
town is doubling Из time to comply with the 
Ecological Solid Waste Management Act of 
2000 (Republic Act No, 9003). 

The law required all local govemment 
units to complete this year their own solid 
waste management programs such as waste 
segregation, materials recovery facilities, 
controlled dumps and sanitary landfills 

Councilors Ireneo Самар and Vicente Kito- 
ngan, authors of the ordinance, said the mea- 
sure was approved following findings that the 
spillage from emptied chemical containers had 
become a major source of contamination of the 
town's rivers, including potable water sources, 

‘They said the emptied containers appeared 
harmless after their contents had been used. 

"But these containers can stil spill toxic 
chemicals that will be harmful to the environ- 
ment particularly when they are just thrown 
around," they said. 

"The town's population of more than 
40,000, mostly farmers, had become a prof- 
itable market for these chemicals,” Delfin Vi- 
cente, town council secretary said.

Farmers here buy pesticides, insecticides, 
fungicides and *weedicides,” which come in 
the form of bottles, boxes, plastics, bags and 
other packages, for their farms. 

Vicente told the Inguinen that the council 
was prompted to pass the ordinance after a 
study conducted by St. Louis University in 
Baguio City and Benguet State University in 
1a Trinidad town revealed alarming findings. 

The study, completed under the Philippine 
inter-university cooperation program, con- 
firmed the containers as potent soûrces of wa- 
ter and river pollution in the town.

BAGUIO CITY—EDUCATION OFFI- 
cials here said the migration of fam- 
{lies looking for benter economic op- 
portunities outside the Cordillera is

ad high schools in the region. 

- Benito Tumamao, Department 
of Education director in ће

BAGUIO CITY—MORE WOMEN ARE COMING 
out їп the open to report domestic violence follow- 
ing the implementation ofthe cy’ gender equality 
and development (GED) code, oficial said. 

In а meeting with Canadian Ambassador 
Peter Sutherland here last week, Jeterda Ju- 
nlo, city social welfare officer, said since the 
code implementation last year, more women, 
especially in the villages, have been open 
about their experiences on domestic violence. 

"We noticed that many women in the 
barangays were passive before the passage of the 
code. Nowa lot of women are coming out to say 
thelr feelings regarding their abuse,” Junio sad. 

“Monroe Taclawan, a retired teacher, sald 
residents have become more aware of the 
rights of women and children, 

"This was confirmed by barangay officials and 
representatives of women’s groups during a meet- 
ing with oficials ofthe Canadian government that 
funded an advocacy campaign on the GED code, 
considered a landmark ordinance here, 

In 200, the city government recorded 399 


cases of violence against women. The cases 
ranged from battery, sexual abuse to rape. 

From January to April this year, ће city gov- 
cemment reported 99 cases of abuse and violence 
against women. Most of these cases happened to 
married women mostly belonging to low income 
families, Junio said. She said the reported cases 
‘were all brought to barangay councis, 

Section 51 of the code stipulates that there 
should be immediate action on reports of vio- 
lence against women and children. 

Tz further requires all departments of the city 
government, including the barangay council, 
to act within 24 hours on complaints or cases.

Pampanga asks 
firm to pay 
taxes for 
hauling sand 


CITY OF SAN FERNANDO—THE 
Pampanga government has given 
a Japanese company ший Friday 
to show proof why it should notbe 
made to pay taxes for the sand itis 
using as filing material for por- 

tions of the P21-billion Subic- 
Clark-Tarlac Expressway (SCTEX) 
in the province. 

Те Kajima Corp. would be com- 
pelled to show a copy of the соп- 
tract stipulating it was entitled to 
tax exemptions, provincial adminis- 
trator Fidel Arcenas told legislators 
investigating alleged anomalies in 
quarry tax collections. 

At the resumption of the hear- 
ings on Tuesday, Arcenas said Kaji- 
тпа also faced a cease and desist ot- 
derifit fails to furnish the provincial 
government a copy of the contract. 

‘The firm was first issued a “no- 
tice of failure to pay extraction 
fees" on May 25, he said. 

The Pampanga government is 
questioning the use of sand ob- 
tained during “cut and fil” pro- 
cesses in Floridablanca and Porac 
towns. The mineral is gathered 
when earth-moving equipment cut. 
through hills or fields along the 
projects right of way. The supply is 
then piled to form the new road. 

(Kajima) said it merely trans 
ferred the materials. We said they 
actually [used] the materials for 
the road and so they must pay,” 
Arcenas told the House of ерге. 
sentatives’ committee on good 
government chaired by Iloilo 
Rep.

Arcenas said he and а Kajima 
representative, during a meeting 
last week, have not yet deter- 
mined the amount of taxes due 
the provincial government.

F THERE ARE SEEDLESS 
grapes, can seedless rambutan 
befar behind? 


If Aklan State University (ASU) has its way, 
it would like to see its seedless rambutan gain 
the popularity of seedless grapes and put the 
South Asian fruit in the pantheon of 
best-loved fruits. 

This, after one of ASU's professor-re- 
searchers, Dr. Marilyn Romaquin, "acciden- 
tally” came up with sweet, seedless rambutan 
їп September 2003 while experimenting on 
the effect of Gibberelic Acid on the yield and 
quality of rambutan fruits at harvest for her 
doctoral dissertation. 

Gibberelic Acid is a plant growth regulator that 
induces seedlessness in fruits like grapes and is of- 
ten used for commercial fruit crop production. 

Romaquin, 48, embarked on her research 
їп November 2001 in the hope of helping 
rambutan fruit growers in Banga come up 
‘with higher yields since majority oftheir pro- 
duce goes to Manila and Panay island during 
its season from July to September. 

“1 was facing a blank wall since I couldn't 
understand where the study was going. 1 was 
also wondering how to get data for developed 
seeds when there were no seeds to speak of, 
not realizing that I have come up with seed- 
less rambutan,” said Romaquin, who is mar- 
ried and with one daughter. 


Eureka moment 

‘With that eureka moment, Romaquin 
changed her original sudy of experimenting on 
the effect of Gibberelic Acid on the yield and 
quality of rambutan fruits into one where she 
could establish the proper concentration and 
time of application of the acid that could induce 
seedlessness and whether this would change 
the appearance and quality of the rambutan. 

Romaquiris rambutan research was of partic- 
шаг importance to her because its success meant. 
eaming а doctorate degree in crop science, ma 
jor in horticulture, from the Central Luzon State 
University in the Science City of Nueva Ecija. 

By September 2003, Romaquins research 
yielded much sweeter and seedless rambutan al- 
beit with reduced length and rambutan fruit wees 

that bore more clusters of the oval fruit 
covered with Beshy pliable spines. 
The evergreen medi- 
um-sized tropical tree na- 
tve to the Malay 
Archipelago normally 
produces loose pen- 
dant clusters of 10-20 
fruits together. 
There were more. 
fruits because, accord 
ing to Romaquin, the 
Gibberelic Acid ` en- 
luged and elongated 
cells hat make up the ram 
tan'sarilor fleshy part and the starch 
that was supposed to go to the seed went in 
stead to the aril, making the fruit sweeter. 

For her experiment, Romaquin used nine 
S-yearold asexually propagated rambutan 
trees of the Maharlika variety that had "uni- 
form vigor, height and canopy" 
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DR. MARILYN Romaquin, professor/r 
regulator that induces seedlessness in fruits.

"Three groups of the said rambutan trees were. 
then applied with different concencrations of Gib- 
berelic Acid at different times: Before bud break, 
before full bloom and when the fruit has set. 
Romaquin explained that seedless fruits oc- 
cur naturally in rambutan but this is rare, 
with an average of 4.46 percent of fruits being 
seedless. But upon application of a certain 
‘amount of Gibberelic Acid, the seedlessness 
significantly inereased to 86.67 percent and 
‘could even be 100 percent seedless with the 
appropriate concentration of the acid. 
‘Among other things, the effect of the Gib- 
berelic Acid on the "new" rambutan fruit were 
the following: It became “significantly sweeter” 


and the bark for an astringent for tongue dis- 
eases Young shoots are used to produce a 
green color on si tha is first dyed yellow with 
turmeric.

Shipwreck discovered off Roxas City waters

Roxas City 

'AS THE WRECK FOUND OFF THE COAST OF 
Barangay Barra, Roxas City a Spanish galleon 
ora mere trading ship? 

Roxas City officials and local folk were 
amazed after local divers discovered the 
sunken ship on May 22 off the waters of Sitio 
Tabai in Barra. Strong current from last ty- 
phon “Caloy” was believed to have unearthed 
some portions of the sunken ship, which made 
it visible from the surface waters. 

‘The ship was first thought to be a galleon or 
ancient trading vessel. thers believed it to be 
a Spanish warship. 

‘Barra resident and well-known diver Ronilo 


lorenzo, 45, was first to discover the ship 
buried about 15-20 feet deep and about 3 km 
from the shore of Barra. Lorenzo and 10 other 
divers were actually diving for seahorses when 
they accidentally spotted the sunken ship. 

He told Roxas City Mayor Antonio del 
Rosario that the ship was made of hardwood 
and they saw broken jars, among other 
things. They also recovered gunpowder that 
had solidified as it sparked when rubbed with 
hard piece of stone or iron. 

However, some enterprising divers and 
fishermen had salvaged parts of the vessel 
and sold it to junkshops for as high as P6,000, 
Lorenzo said. 

A sizeable amount of artifacts taken by some 
fishers and divers from the ship have, however, 


been recovered by the city government and will 
remain in the keeping of the mayor. 

City officials are awaiting the official an- 
ouncement of the National Museum (NM) 
that conducted an exploration off the coast of 
Barangay Punta Barra last June 1. 

Del Rosario instructed Capiz police director Se- 
nor Supt. Cipriano Querol to place the area under 
tight security upon the advice of the Philippine 
Historical Commission. He wanted to document 
all the findings for historical purposes. 

‘The exploration team is composed of Bobby 
Orillaneda, archeologist from the NM Under- 
water Archeology Division; Eduardo Sarmien- 
to from the NM Cultural Properties Division; 
Scott Souther, an Australian master diver and 
member of Australian Foundation; Nathaniel 
Floro of Far Sea Land Research Foundation; Fe- 
lino Neri, a Filipino diver; and Eliza Antonino, 
аза of Sen. Mar Roxas who serves as coordi 
nator and guide for the divers.

yesterday. So his award was not 
handed out. 


But the memory of the late actor was alive 
and well during the conferment rites even if 
his gold medallion and citation were left un- 
claimed by his family, who decided to skip the 

FPJ's friends in business and in life who at- 
tended yesterday's rites readily remembered 
him and his contributions to the film industry. 

Poe turned "ordinary screen roles to iconic 
Filipino every man," according to National 
‘Commission on Culture and the Arts (NCCA) 
chair Ambeth Ocampo. 

Emily Abrera, chair of the Cultural Center 
of the Philippines, called FPJ “a giant of the 
movie industry" Abrera said that Poe was able 
to let the oppressed rise above his situation 
through the many roles played in the movies. 

The program was shorter than previous 
years with the President opting not to give a 
speech. Organizers called out the names of 
the National Artist awardees, except for FPJ. 

Since Poe's family was not around, no con- 
ferment of his award was made. 

Organizers did not read his citation any- 
more and President Macapagal-Arroyo was 
left to confer the awards to six awardees rec- 
‘ognized in their respective fields. 

‘Conferred with the Order of National 
Artists were Bienvenido Lumbera (Litera- 
ture), Ramon Obusan (Dance), Benedicto 
Cabrera (Visual Arts), Idelfonso Santos Jr, 
(Architecture), Abdulmari Asia Imao (Seulp- 
ture) and Ramon Valera (Fashion Design, Al- 
lied Arts and Architecture).

Breaking tradition, Obusan gave a "collec- 
tive response” after the conferment rites. In 
the past, each awardee gave a response.

PARIS—IRAN RESTARTED IM- 
portant nuclear activities on the 
same day this week that six world 
powers offered it incentives 
aimed at encouraging the com- 
plete suspension of the nuclear 
work, the International Atomie 
Energy Agency reported on 
Thursday.

Creative marketing 
and promotions for 
Filipino films

DURING THE “TWO-DAY FILM 
School,” a crash course that fo- 
Gused more on the business and 
less on the art of filmmaking, 
conducted by Dov 8-5 Simens of 
the Hollywood Film Institute, he 
repeatedly stressed a point: Aside 
from the usual excuses given to 
explain the box-office failure. of 
most movies, one that is general- 
ly overlooked is the promotions 
‘and marketing aspect of the busi- 
mess 


Observation 

‘The present state of local film 
industry validates this observe 
on. Director Marilou Diaz- 
Abaya once said, "The Filipino 
movie industry is dying because 
of the dearth in film concepts or 
ideas" 

The same can be said about the 
lack of creative and effective 
campaigns for Filipino films, 
which oftentimes spell the differ- 
nce between box-office victory 
and defeat. 

"This is a costly oversight for 
many film producers—a major 
misstep that has forced a number 
f established studios to take an 
‘anwanted “sabbatical” бот film 
production-—or to close shop.

‘Amando Tetangco Jt. said. 

He said, however, that the de- 
dine in regional markets, the 
softening of regional currencies 
including the peso, conces on 
the consequences of rising US in- 
terest rates and profit taking by 
foreign investors hampered the 
flow of funds. 

"Investment funds reportedly 
avoided emerging markets in 
general, including the Philip- 
pines," Tetangco said. 

Based on BSP data, newly reg- 
istered portfolio investments for 
May totaled $663.3 million, 73 
percent of which were put in 
shares of stock listed on the 
Philippine Stock Exchange. 

"The gross inflows exceeded the 
total capital repatrations or out- 
flows of $584.7 million. 

Tor the five-month period, for- 
ign portfolio investments to- 
taled $2.62 billion, while out- 
flows amounted to $1.95 billion.

Benpres to sell assets to рау debt

BENPRES HOLDINGS CORP, THE 
flagship company of the Lopez 
family, plans to pay its $400-mil 
lion debt in 10 years by selling as- 
sets and collecting dividends from 
its subsidiaries. 

Benpres president Angel Ong 
told stockholders yesterday that 
Benpres has informed its credi- 
tors that it expected to receive 
P15 billion in dividends from key 
units in power and media to re- 
pay its debts. 

The dividends will be used to 
pay $200 million in debt. 

In 2005 alone, Benpres re-

Benpres also expects substan- 
tial dividends from television net- 
work ABS-CBN Broadcasting 
Corp. in 2008. 

The remaining $200-million 
debt will be paid through the sale 
or swap of shares in certain sub- 
sidiaries, such as the First Philip- 


pine Infrastructure Development 
Corp. 

FPIDC has shares in Manila

Inc. 

Benpres owns 49 percent of

Mindanao firm to export to Japan

AN AFFILIATE OF EXPORTER 
Chiquita Unifrutti_ Philippines 
Inc., one the country's major ba- 
nana exporters, has been allowed 
to export organically grown ba- 
nanas to Japan. 

Sugar Highland Organic Ba- 
manas Inc. said in a statement 
that its bananas were certified or- 
ganic by Japanese Agricultural 
Standards, which enforces organ- 
jclabeling laws. 

“after an inspection of the 
company's pilot farm in Lanao 
del Sur, the technical team sent 
by the Japanese Agricultural 
Standards endorsed Shobi's op- 
erations, allowing the company 
to label their produce as organic 
Cavendish bananas,” the com- 
pany said. 

Organic agricultural produce 
stamped with the Japanese Agri- 
cultural Standards seal, сап com- 
mand premium prices over regu- 
lar produce in the Japanese mar- 
ket, it added. 


Shobi will make its first ship- 
ment of organic bananas to Japan 
by the middle of next year. 

"The trend is to have more and 
more organic produce, and com- 
panies like ours are taking advan- 
tage of the growing health con- 
sciousness of the Japanese con- 
sumers,” Shobi said. "In the case 
of fresh bananas, Japan has the 
highest per capita consumption 
inthe world.” 

Aside from bananas, the com- 
pany is also looking at other fruits 
and vegetables that can be pro- 
duced organically, including culi- 
mary herbs and vegetable salad 
crops. 

Japanese consumers’ con- 
cern over food poisoning out- 
breaks, genetically modified 
corn entering the food chain, 
the mad cow crisis, and food 
labeling fraud have been re- 
sponsible for the big rise in or- 
ganic food sales, a study made 
by the Food and Agricultural 
Organization of the United Na- 
tions said. 


Demand is outpacing supply in 
many sectors of the organic food 
industry 

However, the organic fresh 
fruit and vegetables market has 
been affected by the new 
Japanese standards for organic 
food. 

"This resulted in a significant 
reduction in volumes because 
many exporters could not meet 
JAS regulations. 

"The market for organic pro- 
duce in Japan and all over the 
world, especially in developed re- 
gions like the United States and 
Europe, continues to grow and 
the scope for expansion of pro- 
duction is there," said FAO. 

"The FAO noted that in 1999, 
the market for organic food in 
the European Union—the world 
з largest organic market was 
less than 2 percent of total food 
sales, but predicted chat the sit- 
uation would change as more 
consumers demand more organ-

‘emotional growth ofthe child." 


Public, private schools 
Informal surveys by the Cappi 
fiom clinical referrals by child 
psychiatrists showed that there 
Was no significant difference in 
child abuse incidents in publi 
and private schools. They also 
showed that che most vulnerable 


children were those aged 7 to 9 
years.

500-800 cases 

The Cappi estimates that about 
500 to 800 child abuse cases are 
committed by teachers each year. 

The estimate comes from De- 
partment of Social Welfare and 
Development figures that there 
was an average of 10,000 report 
ed child abuse cases per year 
from 1998 to 2004. 

The group also used figures 
from the Philippine General Hos- 
pital which showed that 5 per- 
cent to 8 percent of child abuse 
perpetrators referred to its child 
protection units in 2005 were 
teachers.

Agent of agreement? 


THERE'S AN INTERESTING NEW 
study from researchers at the Univer- 
sity of Queensland and the Queens- 
land University of Technology. Ac- 
cording to psychologist Pearl Martin 
and her colleagues, under the right 
circumstances, caffeine could make 
people more receptive to alternative 
viewpoints. 

. The reasoning behind the theory 
iivolves stimulant properties of caf- 
feine. Previous studies have shown 
that moderate caffeine consumption, 
say the equivalent of two cups of cof- 
fee, affects one’s ability to focus and 
handle more complex information 
processing such as solving math prob- 
Jems or multitasking. 

As the stimulant works on the 
brain, the mind finds itself more like- 
ly to focus on a topic and carefully 
‘consider it instead of superficially 
thinking about the issue. This increas- 
esa person's understanding of the is- 
sue and makes one more open and 
possibly even preferring opposing 
viewpoints. 

Conversely if caffeine makes a per- 
son consider arguments more by fo- 
cusing his attention, then he is also 
less likely to change his mind once he 
has ingested the compound. 


Caffeine-laced orange juice 

The researchers developed two ex- 
periments involving nearly 150 col- 
lege students who were made to 
drink a glass of orange juice that may 
or may not have been laced with caf 
feine. 

For the first experiment, about 70 
female students filled out several 
questionnaires regarding their 
Stances on a number of topics. They 
were given а text and then divided in- 
to two groups. One group was asked 
to read the text and recall later on. 
‘The other group was asked to cross 
out the letter "o" throughout the en- 
tire. тех. Upon completion of the 


Discover 
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tasks, they were asked to fill out a 
brief questionnaire regarding their 
attitudes toward the statements in 
the text and to state whether or not 
they thought they drunk the orange 
Juice with caffeine. 

Martin et al. found that in the 
group distracted by the task of cross- 
ing out the letter “o,” the presence ог 
absence of caffeine had no impact: 
their answers at the end of the experi 
ment did not differ from the answers 
they gave in the beginning. A similar 
result was obtained from those who 
had to remember the text and who 
drank regular orange juice. But the 
answers of those who had to recall 
the text and who drank caffeinated 
‘orange juice varied from their origi- 
nal responses. 


Another test 

In the second experiment, re- 
searchers repeated the exercise with 
approximately the same number of 
male students but added distractions 
to make sure that the previous results 
were not skewed by students who 
may not have been sufficiently dis- 


tracted by the leter-hunting task. 

‘One group had to cross out the let- 
ter "o" while simultaneously indicat 
ing whether or not they heard the var- 
ious tones playing in their headsets. 
The other group had to read and re- 
member the text while indicating 
"when they heard specific musical 

"The experiment yielded similar re 
sults: the “caffeinated” students who 
focused on the text and were only 
minimally distracted by sounds were 
more likely to have different respons- 
ез to the questionnaires filed out be- 
fore and after the trial, while the 
three other groups were less likely o 
have changed their minds. 


Immune 

Fortunately, or not, depending on 
the siuation, those who ingest large 
quantities of caffeine are rendered 
immune to the compound's effects. 

Martin et al. note that their study 
doesn't rule out the possibility that 
the change in attitude might also be 
due to mood shifts brought on by caf- 
feine. If the students were tired, the 
caffeine might have perked them up, 
thus causing the change in responses. 
‘They said this was a theory that mer- 
ited further study.

Myth: Fat-fre is calorie-fee. 

Fact: We may indulge in fat-free food 
such as cookies and cakes without realizing 
that they may contain the same or even 
more calories than their regular counter- 
parts. Get the facts on fat-free foods by 
checking the label for the serving size and 
amount of calories per serving. 

Myth: Carbohydrates and sugar cause 
weight gain. 

Fact: Carbohydrates (and protein and 
fat, for that matter) do not cause weight 
gain unless they contribute to excess calo- 
Tie intake. Some people have diets that are. 
extremely high in carbohydrates and low in. 
protein and fat. Srudies show they get hun- 
gry sooner, and thus tend to overeat. 

Myth: Do calories count? 

Fact: Yes. For instance, an intake of 100 
extra calories from an extra half-cup of 
cooked rice or two small slices of bread ev- 
ery day beyond the daily requirement can 
add about 10 pounds to body weight at 
yearend.

‘With all the obvious advantages that green 
buildings have to offer, why is it that very few 
‘green buildings are being built? 

One of tne maln reasons may be thar develop- 
ers and designers are not aware of what green 
buildings have to offer, 

Tt is unfortunate that with the country’s un- 

precedented increase in the 
Volume of projects ranging 
from single-detached houses 
to high-rise condominium 
buildings, the home-buying 
public is not told about the 
benefits of green buildings. 

Both the real estate agents 
and developers are clearly 
missing a considerable com- 
mercial opportunity. Green buildings bring re- 
al business benefits and increased market val- 

In the Asean region, many of our neighbors. 
are increasingly well aware of this. Their build- 
ings not only look good but they are also very 
green. They consider not only the way the 
Building relates to the environment but also 
how it relates to the occupants and the quality 
of their life. After all, experts now agree that 
the main value of green buildings is to the occu- 
pier and business, to health and productivity. 

Tn the design of green buildings, too much. 
attention is given to energy savings because it 
is easy to measure, forgetting that this is usual- 
ly less than one percent of business operating 
costs. By comparison, total annual real estate 
expenses are about 10 percent of such costs 
while staff costs can go as high as 85 percent. 
‘This means that the biggest return on inve 
men should be derived from improvement in 
business productivity due to green buildings.

Another way is for the green building industry 
that includes architects, builders, ec. and the fi- 
nancial industries to work together and start see- 
ing each other's point of view. Only then will the 
benefits of green buildings, financial and nonfi- 
nancial, be Шу understood or quantified.

in their leasing contracts provisions for tenants. 
to reduce operating costs and contribute to on- 
going green building performance goals 

Finally, the most effective way to encourage 
the construction of green buildings is for top 
management to get involved. After all, the ben-

How did you get hired by Fox, exactly, and. 
what did you work on while employed 
there? 

‘Our layout studio in the Philippines got ex- 
posure and we were able to get work directly 
from the US. I think that Filipino talent was be- 
ing recognized in ће field during that time. In 
just a few years, 1 was surprised because Fox. 
had a search for their animation arm. They һай

Hepatitis B is a viral hepatitis caused by 
the hepatitis В virus (HBV). It is a serious 
disease because of the seriousness of its 
‘complications though most of the cases upon 
diagnosis are asymptomatic. 

НВУ is spread by either skin puncture or 
mucous membrane contact with the blood or 
other body fluids of an infected person. The 
Virus has the highest concentration in the 
blood and wound secretions, Moderate 
‘concentrations of HBV are found in semen 
and vaginal fluid. Iis not spread by ai, food, 
or water 

The virus is efficiently transmitted by sex 
contact. In the United States, it is estimated 
that sexual transmission accounts for about 
50% of new infections among adults. The 
most common isk factors for sexual 
transmission among heterosexuals include 
having multiple sex partners, a history cf 
sexually transmitted disease, or sex with a 
known infected person. Men who have sex
